To his Excellency^ William Larrabee, Governor of Iowa : 

Sir: Section 7, of chapter 148, laws of 1886, creating the office 
of custodian of public buildings and property, requires that officer to 
*' make a report to the governor on the last days of March, June 
and September, and an annual report on the last day of December " 
of each year; "and the report for the two years preceding the 
meeting of the general assembly shall be consolidated for the use 
of the general assembly/' 

The quarterly and annual reports have been made as required, 
and I have the honor to herewitii submit the consolidated report 
for the two years ending December 31, 1889. 

The total expenditures for the two years, for all purposes made pur- 
suant to the provisions of said chapter 148, have been $42,942.36. 
The value of articles used by the custodian and drawn from the 
supply department has been $91.14. Total expenditures for the 
two years, $43,033.50. 

Your attention is most respectfully called to exhibits "A,"" 
*'B," "C" and "D," herewith submitted. 

CAPITOL GROUNDS. 

The Twentieth General Assembly, on the 27th day of March, 
1884, adopted ^he following resolution, and furnished the board of 
capitol commissioners a copy thereof : 

Resolved, By the senate, the house concurring, that the capitol commis- 
sioners are hereby directed to report to the general aasembly. at the earliest 
day practicable, an estimate of the expense of grading and placing in proper 
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order the grounds surrounding the capitol, and providing therefor appro- 
priate walks, conveniences and ornamentations, and they are hereby au- 
thorized to call to their aid such competent person or persons as they may 
deem necessary in order to furnish estimates. 

I find by examining: the report of the capital commissioners made 
to the governor February 3, 1886, that in pursuance of the above 
resolution the board, on the 6th day of May, 1884, appointed a com- 
mittee to carry out the spirit of the said resolution, and delegated to 
such committee the power to call to their aid such competent person 
or persons as mighit be deemed necessary to enable the conm[iittee 
to furnish reliable plans and estimates. This committee, after 
careful consideration, employed Mr. J. Weidenmann, a landscape 
architect, of New York (now of Chicasro), and made a contract 
with him to furnish plans and information necessary to make the 
estimate required by the resolution of the general assembly. 

I find by examination of the report of the commissioners hereto- 
fore referred to, that on January 22, 1886, the committee on 
grounds reported that the plans for improving and decorating the 
grounds as per contract with Mr. Weidenmann had been furnished, 
and from which the committee had made an estimate amounting in 
all to $130,786.11. Mr. Weidenmann's proposition was: 

1. To prepare and furnish necessary studies. 

2. To prepare and furnish a general improvement map. 

3. To prepare and furnish a drainage map. 

4. To prepare and furnish a road and walk map, giving radius 
and measurement of corners for curb-stones and walk edgings. 

5. To prepare and furnish a plan for grades, and profile for 
roads and walks. 

6. A topographical map showing the proposed undulations and 
grades of lawns, grounds, excavations and fillings. 

7. A complete planting map, with full list of plants required. 

8. Such details of construction as can be furnished under present 
circumstances.

The foregoing estimate was very carefully considered by the 
committee, and is believed to be reliable. 

The drawings and papers referred to in the report of the com- 
mittee are on file in the oflSe^ of the custodian of public buildings 
and property. 

I deem it unnecessary to oflfer any arguments why an appropria- 
tion should not be made by the Twenty-third General Assembly for 
the improvement of the capitol grounds, as an examination of the 
grounds will furnish all the argument required. 

COMPLETING THE CAPITOL. 

The appropriation of $17,000 made by the Twenty-second General 
Assembly for the putting in place of the south and west steps, and 
finishing the outside of the building, has all been expended except 
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$203.43, which should be used next summer in painting the window 
sills and finishing the outside doors. This completes the outside of 
the building, but there should be an appropriation made to finish 
the inside. 

All the corridors, all the committee rooms, all the offices on the 
basement floor, and the five unfinished rooms on the office story, 
should be painted or frescoed at the earliest possible day. An ap- 
propriation of 125,000 should be made for that purpose, and for 
completing the engineer's house. An appropriation of $150,000, one 
third to be used during each of the years 1890, 1891 and 1892, will 
be sufficient to complete the building, the engineer's house, and im- 
prove the grounds as proposed by the plans of Mr. Weidenmann, 
and reported by the capitol commissioners. 

THE MILirARY HEADQUARTERS. 

The office of adjutant-general and quartermaster-general should 
be removed to the capitol. The close relationship existing between 
the executive department and this office makes it very desirable 
that they should both be in the same building. I would, therefore, 
suggest that the question of such removal be given careful consid- 
eration, and if suitable rooms can be provided, the removal be 
ordered. 

In conclusion, I desire to tender my sincere thanks to all the 
departments for the uniform assistance and continued courtesy 
extended to me during the time I have had charge of the capitol, 
and to testify to the ability and uniform fidelity of those I have had 
under my charge in the employment of the state as assistants, and 
to thank them for the faithful manner in which tliey have discharged 
the several duties assigned them.

Sib — I have the honor to submit the biennial report of the Cus- 
todian of Public Buildings and Property, showing the expenditures 
from January 1, 1890, to December 31, 1891, quarterly and annual 
reports having been submitted as required by law. 

Exhibit ^^A" is a classified statement of expenses for 1890. 

Exhibit ^'B^' is a classified statement of expenses for 1891. 

Exhibit ''C'is a consolidated statement of expenses for 1890 
and 1891. 

Exhibit ^^D" is an itemized statement of expenses for 1890 and 
1891. 

Exhibit ^^E'Ms an itemized statement of expenditures made un- 
der the supervision of the Custodian, ot the unexpended balance, 
$203.43, of the appropriation, chapter 136 of the laws of 1888. 

Exhibit ^^F'' is an itemized statement of sales, and money turned 
over to the Treasurer of the State for the years 1890 and 1891. 

An examination of these exhibits will show something of the 
amount of labor performed in the different departments under my 
supervision. 

The cost of the cleaning department has been more than usual 
owing to the fact that every committee room, the House and Sen- 
ate chambers,* Library, Agricultural, and Horticultural rooms. 
Supreme Court rooms and Judges^ apartments with all the offices 
have been thoroughly cleaned. 

The walls and ceilings of the rooms and corridors have been 
washed, the carpets taken up and after being beaten and aired were 
mended and put in good repair. The carpets in several of the 
offices and in both the House and Senate are very much worn and 
should be replaced with new carpets before the meeting of the 
next General Assembly. 
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The Panel at the head of the ^rand stairway has been painted to 
protect the wall and fine stacco work. The agricultural rooms 
have been frescoed in a very plain manner at a moderate expense 
to the State, this expenditure was authorized by the Executive 
Ck)unciL The Horticultural rooms have been frescoed after an appro- 
priate design. The expense of completing these rooms was $212.52 
this amount has been paid to me by G. B, Brackett, secretary of 
the Horticultural Society, and turned over to the treasurer of the 
State as shown by exhibit "F.'" 

Among the expenditures authorized by the Executive Council 
was the fencing of the Governors square and the boiler house lots, 
repairing the slate roof of the Capitol building, the purchase and 
putting in place of the washout tank closets and basin cocks, the 
purchase of two book cases and a clock for the Board of Health, 
carpet and revolving office chairs for the Labor Commissioner, and 
cherry table for room 26. 

The Custodian's report for the biennial period ending January 1, 
1890, shows an unexpended balance of the $17,000 appropriation 
made by the Twenty-second General Assembly, of $203.43 this 
amount has been expended under the supervision of the Custodian 
as shown by exhibit "E." 

In addition to the ordinary routine of repairs the Carpenters have 
placed shelvins: and pigeon holes in the vault, and fitted up the 
office occupied by the Commissioner of Labor Statistics, made three 
Office desks. Scale case, and cabinet for the office of the mine 
inspectors, and during the summer of 1890, placed iron braces on 
all the large upper sashes to strengthen the meeting rail . 

The corridors, committee rooms, offices on the basement floor, 
and the Custodian's office have remained in an unfinished condition 
for several years, an effort should be made to complete the build- 
ing within the next two years, and for that purpose I would recom- 
mend an appropriation of $20,000. 

The old Capitol building remains unoccupied and in a dilapidated 
and dangerous condition. I would suggest that the Executive 
Council be authorized to dispose of the building and secure its 
removal. 

In conclusion I tender my. thanks to those interested with me in 
the care of the property of the State, and for the courtesies extended 
by the various departments.

To His Excellency^ Hobaob Boibs, Governor of the State of Iowa: 

Sib: I have the honor to submit the biennial report of' the 
costodian of public buildings and property, showing the expendi- 
tures from January 1, 1892, to December 31, 1893, quarterly and 
annual reports having been submitted at the proper time. 

Exhibit '^A'^ is a classified statement and exhibit ^'B^' is an item- 
ized statement of expenditures for the years 1892 and 1893. 
^Exhibit ^^C" is a statement of sales and money turned over to the 
treasurer of state on that account during the years 1892 and 1893. 
This statement of expenditures includes the cost of frescoing the 
office c»f custodian, material and labor in relaying tile floor, mater- 
ial and labor in resetting boilers, material and labor in covering 
return pipes; also tools and labor in taking care of grounds. In 
September, 1892, the old capitol building was partially destroyed 
by fire, leaving the walls of the upper story in a dangerous condi- 
tion. For the protection of the public the walls of the House and 
Senate chambers were dismantled, the old brick selected and used 
at the boiler house in resetting boilers and fire walls, the old lum- 
ber was hauled to the boiler house yard and stored for kindling. 
This labor was mostly performed by the regular force, who also 
built sidewalk on East Tenth street, south of Walnut, of the lumber 
from the old capitol. 

In addition to necessary repairs, there has been made in the 
building a combined panel screen and book case for the office of 
the dairy commissioner; fronts to the four alcoves in the basement 
story, giving additional room for special purposes; four panel

outside doors to the heating plant; one oflSce table for use of custo- 
dian; three large tables for use during the legislature; book case 
for geological survey, and pedestal for model soldiers' monu- 
ment. Under the instruction of the executive council there was 
constructed for the use of the clerk of the supreme court one lar^e 
file case and table; in the railroad commissioners' office a large cherry 
wall desk and letter-press table. Under the appropriation for the 
historical collection furniture consisting of one large autograph 
case, two large show cases with double case below, one large book 
case, two double face newspaper file cases, one large wall case in 
museum for Indian pottery, and six large tables for office use were 
made and placed in position. 

Expenses incurred under instruction of the executive council 
were made as follows: Repairing slate roof of capitol building, 
damaged by storm of April 6, 1892; repairing with cement, tunnel 
crossing Grand avenue. During the month of July, 1892, the 
^ Grand avenue sewer gave way, flooding the tunnel through which 
fresh air is conveyed to the capitol building, makmg it necessary to 
remove cement floor, and pipes covered with magnesia covering, 
the same having been ruined by contact with sewage. In refitting 
the pipe a larger and more complete outfit of tools was purchased, 
including one four-inch pipe machine. In August, 1893, the bot- 
tom of cold water tank No. 1, in the attic above the senate cham- 
ber, commenced leaking. Upon examination the bottom of the 
tank was found to be rusted through and the drip-pan worn ouL 
The tank was repaired with a new bottom of sheet steel, and a new 
drip-pan of the same material placed in position. Tank No. 2 will 
need the same repairs in the near future. 

The offices of the secretary of state, auditor of state, and house 
of representatives, with galleries, have been refurnished with new 
carpets under instructions from the executive council. Also new 
curtains for the various rooms on the office floor. Tank closets 
have been placed in the basement story, replacing the " Hartford 
closet ;" also the closets for the house of representatives. 

I would recommend the appropriation of five thousand dollars 
for furniture and carpets, and fifteen thousand dollars to furnish 
the capitol building. 

My thanks are due to the executive council for their kind assist- 
ance and hearty co-operation, and to all who have been interested 
with me in the care of the property of the State.

RULES OF THE HOUSE. 



DUTIES OP THE SPEAKER. 

1. He shall take the chair every day precisely at the hour 
to which the House shall have adjourned; shall immediately 
call the members to order, and on the appearance of a quorum, 
shall cause the journal of the preceding day to be read. 

2. He shall preserve order and decorum, and speak to points 
of order in preference to other members, rising from his seat 
for that purpose; and he shall decide questions of order, sub- 
ject to an appeal to the House ^by any two members. 

3. He shall rise to put a question, but may state it sitting. 

4. Questions shall be distinctly put in this form, to-wit: 
''As many ascare of the opinion that (as the question may be) 
say 'aye';" and after the affirmative*' voice is expressed, ''As 
many as are of the contrary opinion say ' no.' " If the Speaker 
doubts, or a division be called for, the House shall be divided. 
Tbosein the af&rmative of the question shall first rise from their 
seats, and afterward those in the negative. 

5. The Speaker shall have a right to name any member to 
perform the duties of the chair, but such substitution shall not 
extend beyond "an^adjournment, except that in case of the 
absence of the regular Speaker, the House may proceed to 
elect a Speaker pro tern, whose acts shall have the same validity 
as those of the Speaker. 

6. All committees shall be appointed by the Speaker, unless 
otherwise especially directed by the House. • 

7. In all cases of a call of the yeas and nays, the Speaker 
shall vote;[:in*other cases hesball not be required to vote unless 
the House is equally divided, or unless his vote, if given to the 
minority, will:make the division equal, and in case of such 
equal division the question shall be lost. 

All acts, addresses and joint resolutions shall be signed by 
the Speaker, and all writs, warrants, subpoenas, issued by order 
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of the House, shall be under his hand and attested by the 
Clerk. 

9. In case of any disturbance or disorderly conduct in the 
lobby, the Speaker or Chairman of the Committee on the Whole 
House shall have the power to have the same cleared. 

10. After the journal is read the following order shall gov- 
ern: 

1. Business pending at last previous adjournment. 

2. Petitions or remonstrances to be offered. 

3. Reports of commiitees:

10. Reports in possession of the House shall be taken 

up in their order. 

11. On and after the 10th day of February of each 

regular session, bills and joint resolutions, which 
have been read the second time and engrossedi. 
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shall be taken up in their proper order at three 
o'clock in the afternoon of each session, and put 
upon their passage. 

OP DECORUM AND DEBATE. 

11. When any member is about to speak in debate, or deliver 
any matter to the House, he shall rise from his seat and respect- 
tully address himself to the presiding officer by his title, say- 
ing, "Mr. Speaker," and shall not proceed until he shall be 
recognized by the Chair, and shall confine himself to the ques- 
tion under debate, and shall avoid personalities. 

12. When any member in speaking, or otherwise, trans- 
gresses the rules of the House, the Speaker shall, or any mem- 
ber may, call him to order; in which case, the member so called 
to order shall immediately sit down, but may 'be permitted, with 
leave of the House, to explain; and the House shall, if appealed 
to, decide the case, but without debate. If there be no appeal, 
the decision of the Chair shall be submitted to; if the decision 
be in favor of the member so called to order, he is at liberty to 
proceed. If the case requires it, he shall be* liable to the cen- 
sure of the House. 

13. When two or more members happen to rise at once, the 
Speaker shall designate the member entitled to speak. 

14. No member shall speak more than once on the same 
question without leave of the house, nor more than twice until 
every member choosing to speak shall have spoken, except as 
provided in section 26; provided^ further, when bills are being 
considered on their second reading debate thereon shall be 
limited to ten minutes to each member desiring to speak 
thereon. 

15. While the Speaker is putting any question, or address- 
ing the House, none shall walk out or across the House, or, 
when a member is speaking, shall entertain private discourse, 
nor while a member is speaking, pass between him and the 
Chair. 

16. No member shall vote on any question in the event of 
which he is personally interested. 

17. Upon a division and count of the House on any question, 
only those members standing in their places shall be counted. 

18. Every member who shall be in the House when the ques- 
tion is put shall give his vote, unless the House, for special 
reasons, shall excuse him; but such member must ask to be 
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excused before commencing to take the vote on thermain ques- 
tion. 

19. When a motion is made and seconded, it shall be stated 
by the Speaker; or, being in writing, it shall be passed to the 
desk and read aloud by the Clerk before debated. 

20. Every motion, except subsidiary or incidental motions 
shall be reduced to writing if the Speaker or any member 
desires it, but this exception shall not apply to motions to 
amend. 

21. All bills, resolutions, petitions, memorials, or other 
papers shall be accompanied by the name of the member pre- 
senting the same, and also the name of the county. 

22. After a motion is stated by the Speaker, or read by the 
Clerk, it shall be deemed to be in i)OS8ession of the House, but 
may be withdrawn by leave of the House. 

23. When a question is under debate no motion shaU be 
received but to adjourn; to lie on the table; for the previous 
question; to postpone to a certain day; to commit or amend; to 
postpone indefinitely; which several motions shall have pre- 
cedence in the order in which they are arranged, and no motion 
to postpone to a day certain, to commit or postpone indefinitely 
being decided, shall again be allowed on the same day, and at 
the same stage of the bill or proposition. A motion to strike 
out the enacting words of a bill shall have precedence of a 
motion to amend; and, if carried, shall be considered equivalent 
to its rejection. 

24. When a resolution shall be offered, or a motion made to 
refer any subject, and different committees shall be proposed, 
the question shall be taken in the following order: The Com- 
mittee of the Whole House; a Standing Committee; a Select 
Committee. 

25. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, except 
when a member is speaking, or Ihe House voting. 

26. The previous question shall always be put in thjs form. 
''Shall the main question now be put?" It shall only be admit- 
ted when demanded by a majority of the members present, and 
its effect shall be to put an end to all debate, and to bring the 
House to a direct vote upon amendments, and then upon the 
main question, except that the member in charge of the meas- 
ure under consideration shall have ten minutes in which to close 
the discussion before the vote is taken. On a motion for the 
previous question, and prior to seconding the same, a call of 
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the House shall be in order; but after such motion shall have 
been adopted no call shall be in order prior to the decision of 
the main question. 

27. Motion to lie on the table, to adjourn, and for the pre- 
vious question, shall be decided without debate. 

28. When a question is postponed indefinitely, it shall not 
be acted upon during the session. 

29. Any member may call for a division of the question, 
which shall be divided if it comprehends questions so distinct 
that one being taken away, the rest may stand entire for the 
discussion of the House. A motion to strike out being lost, 
shall preclude neither an amendment nor a motion to strike out . 
and insert. A motion to strike out and insert shall be deemed 
indivisible. 

30. Motions and reports may be committed at the pleasure 
of the House. 

31. No motion or proposition on a subject different from 
that under consideratioD, shall be admitted under color of 
amendment. 

82. When a motion has been made and carried or lost, it 
shall be in order for any member of the majority, on the same 
or succeediDg day, to move for the reconsideration thereof, and 
such motion shall take precedence of all other questions except 
the consideration of a conference report, a motion to fix the day 
to which the House shall adjourn, to adjourn, or to take a recess, 
and shall not be withdrawn after the said succeeding day with- 
out the consent of the House; and thereafter any member may 
call it up for consideration, provided that such motion, if made 
during the last six days of the session, shijl be disposed of 
when made. 

83. Petitions, memorials, and other papers addressed to the 
House, shall be presented by the Speaker, or a member in his 
place; a brief statement of the contents thereof shall verbally 
be made by the introducer, and shall be referred to the com- 
mittee* of his selection, unless otherwise ordered by the House. 

84. A proposition requesting information from the Gov- 
ernor, Secretary or any other State officer, and all resolutions 
shall lie on the table one day, for consideration unless other- 
wise ordered by the House; and all such propositions shall be 
taken up for consideration in the order they were presented, 
immediately after the rei)orts are called for from the Select-

C!ommittee, and when adopted, the Clerk shall cause the same 
to be delivered. 

35. Any five members, if the Speaker be in the Chair, shall 
be authorized to compel the attendance of absent members. 

36. Upon calls of the House, or in taking the yeas and nays 
-on any question, the names of the members shall be called 
alphabetically, except that ''Mr. Speaker" shall be called last. 

37. No member shall absent himself from the service of the 
House without leave unless he be sick or unable to attend. 

38. Upon the call of the House, the names of the members 
«hall be called over by the clerk, and the absentees noted, after 
which the names of the absentees shall again be called over, 
and the sergeant- at arms be directed by the Speaker to compel 
their attendance. Any member occupying his seat during a 
<^1 of the House shall be coimted by the speaker and his name 
entered in the journal as being present but not voting, for the 
purpose of making a quorum. 

39. No committee shall sit during the sitting of the House 
without special leave. 

40. A majority of the members shall constitute a quorum, 
iind upon demand of any two members the yeas and nays shall 
be ordered; the members demanding the yeas and nays shall 
arise for that purpose, and their names shall be entered in the 
journal. 

41. The hours to which this House shall stand adjourned 
from day to day, shall be nine o'clock a. m., and two o'clock p. 
M. , unless otherwise ordered by the House. 

42. A committee on pairs shall be appointed, to consist of 
two persons, one of whom shall be selected by the members of 
each of the two dominant political parties represented in the 
House. It shall be the duty of the committee to arrange all 
pairs between members, and to announce such pairs and the 
time for which they shall continue, to the House, which 
announcement shall be entered on the journal. Thereafter 
neither member so paired shall vote (upon any question of a 
political or partisan nature) until the time of pairing has 
expired, unless such pair is sooner dissolved by the mutual 
agreement of the persons so paired. When pairs are dissolved 
such dissolution shall be entered on the journal of the House. 

ON BILLS. 

43. Every bill shall receive three several readings, but no 
bill shall have its second and third reading on the same day. 
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44. The first reading of the bill shall be for information; 
and if opposition be made to it, the question is : ' * Shall this 
bill be rejected?" If no opposition be made, or if the question 
to reject ba negatived, the bill shall go to its second reading 
without a question. 

45. Upon a second reading of a bill, the Speaker shall state 
that it is ready for commitment, amendment or engrossment; 
and if committed, then the question shall be whether to a select 
or a standing committee, or to a Committee of the Whole House. 
If to a Committee of the Whole House, the House shall deter- 
mine on what day. 

46. After a bid has been committed and reported back it 
shall be considered on its second reading after the amendments 
of committee have been read. 

47. After the commitment and report thereof to the House, 
or any time before its passage, a bill may be recommitted. 

48. All bills ordered to be engrossed shall be executed in a 
fair round hand. 

49. No amendment, unless by way of rider, correcting an 
error or omission, shall be received to any bill on its third read- 
ing, and no debate shall be allowed on the same. 

50. When a bill shall pass, it shall be certified by the Clerk 
noting the day of its passage at the foot thereof. 

51. No standing rule or order of the House shaU be rescinded 
or changed without one day's notice being given of the motion 
therefor, nor shall any rule be suspended except by a vote of 
at least two-thirds of the members present; nor shall the order 
of business, as established by the rules of the House, be post- 
poned or changed, except by a vote of at least two- thirds of 
the members present. 

52. It shall be in order for the Committee on Enrolled Bills 
to report at any time. 

53. All bills, memorials and joint resolutions, shall be 
printed for the use and information of the members, unless 
otherwise ordered by the House. 

54. When any matter is referred to a standing committee by 
motion of any member, it shall be the duty of the chairman of 
such standing committee to notify such member of the time of 
their sitting upon such matter referred, and such member shall 
be permitted to confer with such committee during their con- 
sideration of such matter, but no one not a member of the 
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committee shall be present when the final vote is taken on any 
matter under consideration. 

55. Each standing committee of the House shall classify all 
bills referred to it. The bills of the greatest public importance 
shall be placed in the first class, and all other bills in the 
second class. BQls of the first class shall be first considered 
and reported to the House and no committee shall retain pos- 
session of any bill longer than ten days, except by consent of 
the House. But this shall not apply to the Committee on 
Appropriations. 

56. The rules of parliamentary practice comprised in Cush- 
ing's Manual shall govern the House in all cases where they 
are not inconsistent with the standing rules of this House, and 
the Joint Rules of both Houses. 

57. Joint resolutions shall not be required to be framed or 
treated as a bill, but sbaU be subject to the rules pertaining to 
ordinary and concurrent rescdutions* 

58. The chairman or clerk of a committee to which a bill is 
referred shall note thereon the date of its reference, and it shall 
be the duty of each committee to report back all bills in its 
hands within ten days after the order of reference unless longer 
time is granted by a vote of the House. The clerks of the 
different committees shall be subject to their respective chair- 
men. 

59. Seven members, or a majority, shall constitute a quorum 
of each standing committee. 

60. When a committee is called the chairman of such com- 
mittee shall be considered as having the floor until the nezl 
committee shall be called. 

61. When the House reaches the order of the ** Introduction 
of BUls" the roll shall be called, and each member in his order 
shall introduce such bills as he may desire. 

62. No member or officer of the House shall be permitted 
to read newspapers within the bar of the House while the Jour- 
nal is being read, nor shall any person be permitted to smoke 
on the floor of the House during its session, or in the galleries 
at any time. 

68. No one shall be admitted to the floor of the House during 
its sessions, except members of the Greneral Assembly and 
employes in the performance of their duties, ex- members of the 
General Assembly and officers of the State government. Judges 
and ex Judges of the Supreme, District and Circuit CSourts, the 
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families of members of the House, Trustees, Supdrintendents, 
and officers of the State institutions, on the invitation ol the 
member from the district in which the institution is located, and 
each member shall have the right to admit a friend who may be 
visiting him. Bepresentatives of the press to be admitted to 
the reporters' galleries. 

DUTIES OF OFFICERS. 

64. The Clerk of the House shall have charge of the Clerk's 
desk, and shall see that no one is permitted therein except 
himself and those assisting him. He shall be responsible for 
the custody and safe-keepiog of all bills, resolutions and other 
matters laid before or introduced into the House, except while 
the same are in the possession of the committee to whom the 
same shaU have been referred, and when delivering the same 
to said committee he shall take a proper receipt therefor. He 
shall see that the Journal of each day's proceedings is correctly 
and fully kept and fully made up before the next day's session, 
and be responsible for its safe-keeping. He shall have control 
of rooms four and five, which are assigned to said Clerk for the 
use of himself and his assistants. He shall endorse on every 
bill or joint or concurrent resolution, the date of its intro- 
duction and by what member, or of its receipt from the Senate, 
and also what action relating thereto is laken by the House. 
The assistant clerks shall be under his direction and he shall 
assign them their several duties in connection with the wprk of 
the Clerk's desk. 

The Sergeant-at-Arms shall wear the appropriate badge of 
his office, shall attend the House during its sessions, shall aid 
during the enforcement of order, under the direction of the 
Speaker of the House, shall execute the commands of the House 
from time to time, together with such process, issued by the 
authority thereof, as shall be directed to him by the presiding 
officer; shall, upon the request of any member, have the House 
lighted up during any evening within the session, except Sunday, 
to an hour not later than 10 p. m. ; shall see that no person, 
except those authorized so to do, disturbs or interferes with the 
desks of the members, or with the books, papers, etc., thereat; 
shall see that the printed bills are properly distributed and 
filed upon the desks of the members; shall have charge of the 
files in the House bill room, and shall see that no copy of 
bill is given except to or upon the order of the Speaker of the 
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House, or member, or State officer; shall see that an additional 
door-keeper is detailed for duty at the House upon each day 
within the session, except Sunday, from 8:30 a. m. to 10:00 p. m.; 
but should no member of the House desire to occupy the cham- 
ber to that hour the detail may be relieved at 9:00 p. m. ; shall 
have charge of the messengers of the House and see that they 
severally perform their duties, and shall promptly report to 
the Speaker of the House any inefficiency or violations of duty 
on the part of said messengers. 

The Door-Keei)er of the House shall wear his appropriate 
badg^ of office; shall have special charge of the main door of 
the chamber during the sittings of the House, and shall see 
that the other doors of the House are proi)erly attended to; 
shall have general charge and oversight of the additional door- 
keepers of the House; shall detail such of the additional door- 
keepers for such general or special duties as the Sergeant-at- 
Arms may deem proper or necessary for the efficiency of the 
House and the protection of the property within the chamber; 
shall see that the rule relaung to admission . to the floor of the 
chamber is strictly enforced; shall, ten minutes before the 
opening of each session of the House, see that the floor is 
cleared of all persons not entitled to occupy the same during 
the session; shall attend to seating visitors, and shall announce 
all committees and messages from the Governor or Senate. 

The Janitors of the House shall have charge, under the 
direction of the Sergeant-at-Arms, of the cloak and retiring 
rooms adjoining the chamber, and shall see that the same are 
kept in proper order. 

The Messengers of the House shall attend the House during 
its sittings and {)erform the duties generally devolving on like 
employes. The messengers shall be under the direction of the 
Sergeant-at-Arms while the House is not sitting, and shall 
attend to such duties as he may assign them. 

OF COMMITTEE ON THE WHOLE HOUSE. 

65. In forming Committees of the Whole House, the Speaker 
shall leave his chair, and a Chairman to preside in Committee 
shall be appointed by the Speaker. 

66. Upon bills committed to the Committee of the Whole 
House, the bill shaU be first read throughout by the Clerk or 
Chairman, and then read again or debated by the clauses, leav- 
ing the preamble to be last considered. After report, the bill 
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shall be again subject to be debated and amended by clauses 
before a question to engross it be taken. 

67. All aiLendments made to an original motion in Commit- 
tee shall be incorporated in a motion, and so reported. 

68. All amendments made to a report committed to a Com- 
mittee of the Whole House shall be noted and reported as in 
the case of bills. 

69. In filling up blanks in the Committeee of the Whole 
House, and in the House, the largest sum and the longest time 
and the highest number shall be first put. 

70. The Rules of the House shall be observed in Committee 
of the Whole House, so far as they are applicable. 



JOINT RULES. 



1. Whenever either House shall amend a measure, and the 
other House shall refuse to concur in and adopt the amendment, 
the House which has adopted such amendment shall either insist 
on, or recede from the same. In case a motion to insist on the 
amendment be decided in the negative, such action shall be 
deemed a receding from the amendment, and so entered upon 
the Journal of such House. In case the amendment is insisted 
upon, the House so insisting, shall request a (committee of Con- 
ference on the subject of disagreement, and shall appoint a 
committee therefor. The other House shall thereupon appoint 
such a committee. Unless another number is specified in said 
request, such Conference Committee shall consist of four mem- 
bers from each House. They shall meet at a convenient time, 
to be agreed upon by their chairman, and having conferred 
freely, each shall report to their respective House the residt of 
their conference. In case of agreement, the report shall be 
first made, with the papers referred accompanying it, to the 
House which refused to concur, and there acted upon; and such 
action shall be immediately reported by the Secretary or Clerk 
to the other House, the pai)ers referred accompanying the mes- 
sage. In case of disagreement of Conference Committee, the 
papers shall remain with the House which insisted on the 
amendment. The agreeing report of a Conf erenot Committee 
shall be made, read and signed in duplicate by all the mem- 
bers of the Committee, or by a majority of those of each House; 
one of the duplicates being retained by the committee of each 
House. Should either House disagree to the report of the 
Committee, such House shall appoint a second Committee, and 
request a further conference, which shall be acceded to by the 
other House before adhering. The motion for a Committee of 
Conference, and the report of such Committee, shall be in order 
at any time. When both Houses shall have adhered to their 
disagreement, a bill or motion is lost. 

2. When a message shall be sent from either House to the 
other, it shall be announced at the door of the House to which 
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it is sent, by the door-keeper thereof, and shall be respectfully 
communicated to the Chair by the i)erson by whom it is sent. 

3. All messages between the two Houses shall be communi- 
cated by the Secretary or Chief Clerk, or their respectire 
assistants. 

4. When a bill shall have passed both Houses, it shall be 
duly enrolled by the Enrolling Clerk of the House in which it 
originated, and the fact of its origin shall be certified by the 
endorsement of the Secretary or Clerk thereof. 

5. When the bills are enrolled they shall be examined by a 
Joint Committee of two from the Senate and two from the 
House of Representatives, who shall be a Standing Committee 
for that purpose, and who shall carefully compare the enroll- 
ment with the engrossed bills, as passed iu the Houses, correct 
any errors therein, and make report thereof forthwith to their 
respective Houses. 

6. After the report each bill shall be signed, first by the 
Speaker of the House of Representatives, and then by the 
President of the Senate, in the presence of their respective 
Houses. 

7. After a bill shall have been thus signed in each House, it 
shall be forthwith presented by Committee of the House in 
which the bill originated, to the Governor for his approval, and 
they shall forthwith report the date of presentation, which 
shidl be entered upon the Journal of the House in which the 
bill originated. 

8. All orders, resolutions, memorials, or other votes, which 
are to be presented to the governor for his approval, shall be 
enrolled, examined, signed, and presented in the same manner 
as bills. 

9. When any bill, resolution or memorial, which shall have 
passed in one House, is rejected or adopted in the other, notice 
of such action shall be given to the House which passed the 
same. And each bill, resolution, or memorial shall have prop- 
erly endorsed thereon, at the time of its transmission, a state- 
ment signed by the Secretary or Clerk, of the action which has 
been taken thereon by the House transmitting the same, with 
the dates thereof. 

10. When a bill, resolution, or memorial, which shall have 
passed one House, is rejected in the other, it shall not be again 
introduced during the session without five days' notice and leave 
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of a majority of the members of the House in which the same is 
sought to be introduced. 

11. Each House shall transmit to the other with any bill, 
resolution, or memorial, all papers upon which the same shall 
be founded. 

12. When any report, bill, or resolution shall be ordered 
printed by either House, without stating the number, three 
hundred copies shall be printed for the use of both Houses, but 
when any bill or resolution which may have passed one House 
is ordered printed by the other, a greater number of copies 
shall not be printed than the House making the order shall 
determine. 

18. It shall be the duty of the Chief Clerk of the House of 
Representatives, and the Secretary of the Senate, when any 
document, except bills and resolutions, is ordered to be printed 
in their respective Houses, forthwith to communicate such 
order to the other House. 

14. In all elections in Joint Convention of the two Houses, 
the names of all the members shall be arranged in alphabetical 
order, and they shall be called upon to vote in the order in 
which they stand arranged. 

15. It shall be the duty of the Committee on Claims in each 
House to keep a book of record, in which shall be entered each 
claim for money against the State referred to them, whether 
presented in favor of private persons, or municipal or other 
corporations, entering therein the name of the claimant, the 
amount of the claim, the grounds thereof, with note of the 
evidence offered in support of the same, and the final conclu- 
sion of the Committee thereon. At the close of the session 
said book of record shall be deposited with the Auditor of State 
to be kept by him, and he shall provide an index, showing the 
names of the claimants recorded therein. At any subsequent 
session the same shall be delivered, when desired, to the like 
committee havmg jurisdiction of such claims, and shall always 
be open to the examination of the said committee of either 
House.

To Hia Excellency f Frank D, Jackson, Governor of Iowa: 

Sir — In accordance with section 7 of chapter 148, laws of 
1836, I have the honor to herewith submit the biennial report 
of this office, consolidating the expenditure of the two years 
preceding the meeting of the general assembly, as required by 
this law, showing the total expenditure for the period from Jan- 
uary 1, 1894, to December 31, 1895. 

The quarterly and annual reports, as required by that law, 
have been submitted. 

The total expenditure for the two years for all purposes, 
made pursuant to chapter 148, laws 1886, have been $54,996.80 
in taking care of the capitol building and of state property 
located in Des Moines. 

Those expenses have been increasing in late years, on account 
of the growing demand on this office, as the capitol is now 
fully occupied. In all departments heating, lighting, cleaning 
and also general repairing, have been an increase corresponding 
to the growing of all official departments of the state officers, 
and the use of the rooms in the basement for office, which a 
few years ago were nearly all vacant. 

Your attention is most respectfully called to the following 
exhibits: 

"A" is a classified statement of expenditure during 1894. 
B " is a classified statement of expenditure during 1895. 
C ^' is a classified statement of expenditure during 1894 and 1895. 
D'' is an itemized statement of expenditure during 1894 and 1895. 
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Besides the necessary routine work of taking care of the 
state property, I was directed by the executive council to have 
various work done, stated in the following: 

ADJUTANT-GENERAL'S ROOMS. 

According to joint resolution No. 15 of the Twenty-fifth (Gen- 
eral Assembly, the rooms Nos. 18 and 19 on the first fioor and 
room No. 13 in the basement, formerly occupied by the horti- 
cultural society, have been remodeled for the use of the adju- 
tant-general. The cases Irom the arsenal were placed in the 
rooms on the first fioor, and also one additional desk furnished. 
There was also put in the room in the basement a large suitable 
case for the storing of clothing of the National guards, making 
a very satisfactory arrangement for the adjutant-general. It 
took the expenditure of $1,098.36 to complete this work. 

HORTICULTURAL ROOMS. 

To reimburse the horticultural society for the expenditure in 
their rooms, as intended by that resolution, the rooms in the 
basement now used by the society were frescoed and finished. 
I also put the cases from the other rooms in position, and put 
in place a wash-basin with the necessary pipe connections, 
making in all an expense of $l,li!6,16, including new carpets in 
both rooms. The society accepted these rooms, and the mem- 
bers expressed themselves as having very suitable rooms for 
their meetings. 

ROOMS FOR THE GEOLOGICAL SURVEY. 

By this resolution the general assembly actually abolished 
the restaurant in thecapitol building. By the use of the rooms 
as kitchen and dining rooms the walls and fioors needed very 
much a thorough cleaning. The walls were washed and then 
painted, the fioors refinisbed, at^d also a wash basin put in 
place with proper connections. This work was done with an 
expenditure of $275.18. These rooms make now a finished 
appearance and are occupied by the officers of the Geological 
survey. 

ROOMS FOR THE GRAND ARMY. 

By chapter 120, laws of the Twenty-fifth General Assembly, 
room No. 4, originally designed as a bath room, was assigned 
to the use of the Grand Army of the Republic, department of 
Iowa, and section 2, of this chapter, provided for an appropri- 
ation of $1,600 to properly furnish and finish the room for their 
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use. With the consent of the officers of this department there 
was expended of this money $1,348.21 for painting the walls, 
the necessary plumbing, furniture and carpet, and the room 
makes now a very fine headquarters for the Grand Army. 

JUDGES' ROOM. 

The Twenty-fifth General Assembly provided by chapter 69 
for an additional judge of the supreme court, and the room 
then occupied by the dairy commissioner was assigned to Judge 
Deemer, and I was directed lo provide for the proper arrange- 
ment of this room, and expended for such purpose $264.15. 

DAIRY COMMISSIONER. 

The dairy commissioner was given the north room of the 
two rooms then in use by^the pharmacy commission, besides 
one of the alcoves in the basement for testing purposes of the 
milk inspector. 

DECORATIONS AND STOREROOM. 

The cases for the proper preservation of the honored battle 
fiags and standards of the late war were completed when I 
entered on the duties of my office, and August 10, 1894, was set 
for the removal of all the fiags from the arsenal to the capitol 
building, carried and guarded by the old veterans who carried 
the same in battle and fought for the same. It was deemed 
proper for the occasion to decorate the building for the recep- 
tion of the battle fiags and the old veterans, and I was author- 
ized to do so. All the work was done by the regular employed 
help, and I expended for bunting, fiags and other decorations 
$402.66. Afterwards I had a storeroom erected at an expendi- 
ture of $85.36 for the proper storing of such material, 
also the storing of the curtains of the house and senate, as this 
room is moth proof. It is located in the attic above the senate 
and these decorations are always on hand for any occasion. 

•CAPITOL GROUNDS AND GREENHOUSE. 

The capitol square is a fine piece of ground, all sodded with 
blue grass, and I had manure hauled on the ground and expended 
on that work $125. The original plan of setting out fiowers and 
shrubs was never carried out and completed, so, to further 
embellish the surroundings of our beautiful capitol. the execu- 
tive council gave me permission to erect a greenhouse near the 
boiler house in 1894, and also to put an addition to it in 1895, to 
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propagate and raise sufficient flowers for such purposes. The 
erection of this greenhouse, without the help of my regular 
employes, cost $734.32. 

BOILER SETTING. 

The brick work for the setting of the boilers in the power 
house was done in 1881, and since that time was only repaired. 
This brick work was in a very bad condition, as, by the heat of 
the furnace, the joints opened and cracked, and so lessened the 
draft of the furnace, and also took the proper support from, 
under the boilers. With the consent of the executive council, I 
gave the contract for this work ot resetting the battery of 
seven boilers to a responsible contractor for the consideration 
of $1,485, the same to furnish all brick, mortar and labor for it. 
All iron work I had done by the regular help in the boiler house, 
and expended $113.46 for the necessary castings, keeping the 
same style of furnace, on account of the successful consuming^ 
all smoke generated by the coal, and making it possible to use 
the lowest and cheapest grade of coal. 

SIDEWALKS. 

The city of Des Moines had* an account of $119.63 for repair- 
ing sidewalks in front of state property, done during the time 
before I took: charge of this office. After investigating said 
claim, and finding the work was actually done, the executive 
council allowed those bills. Since that, I have always tried to 
put all sidewalks in front of state property in good condition. 
The walk on the east of Governor's square has been replaced by 
a brick walk at an expense of $100. 38, and other walks have 
been repaired, besides a new walk on the west side of State 
square, at an expense of $123.24. 

CARPETS. 

The following rooms were badly in need of new carpets: The 
offices of public instruction, treasurer and railroad commission- 
ers; it made an expense of $1,027.20 to replace the same, includ- 
ing the cleaning and repairing of some of the carpets. The 
carpet in the senate chamber has also been replaced by a new 
one, the old one having done service twelve years. The con- 
tract price was$1.89 per yard— total, $1,478.26— including lining, 
sewing, and laying the same.

LIBRARY. 

The librarian made a request to the executive council to 
repaint both associate alcoves in the library on the main floor, 
used by the librarian and the assistants as offices, and also the 
alcove in the northwest. As the rooms needed the work very 
much, I was instructed to do so, and expended for frescoing 
$196.15, and for carpets and shelving in the library $94.24. 

STORM SASH. 

The • auditor's office was provided with storm sash in 1894 
at an expenditure of $60. This proved so much of a success 
to make the office comfortable that there was ordered in 1895 
storm sash for the offices of the treasurer, adjutant-general, 
superintendent of public instruction and the governor's private 
secretary. 

CLOSETS. 

The water closets in the senate have been replaced with a 
more modem and sanitary tank flush closet, and this completes 
all the water closets in the building, as those in the senate were 
the only ones left in the building of the old style. The contract 
price for these closets, including the work, was $158.75. 

FIRE HOSE. 

I provided, with the consent of the executive council, 600 feet 
of small hose, including bibbs, as a fire protection, at an expense 
of $134. There are four small pipes for connections in the cor- 
ridors of the first floor and basement. 

DEARBORN MASSACRE MODEL AND GUNS. 

I was instructed to provide a suitable base for the placing of 
the model of the Dearborn massacre, and erected the same in 
front of the grand stairway on the second floor, at an expendi- 
ture of $135.51, including freight and hauling. 

The Parrott guns and mortar, which now stand at the west 
front of the building, were accepted by the historical department, 
and I was directed to properly place the same. The freight, 
drayage, work and material for blocking was $252.24. 

AGRICULTURAL ROOMS. 

The rooms occupied by the agricultural society were never 
supplied with the necessary plumbing, so I put in place, at an 
expense of $34. 36, a wash basin and marble slab, with the needed 
water connections. The work was all done by the regular help 
and only the material bought. 
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DAMAGE BY STORM. 

On May 3, 1895, a storm damaged the slate roof and also 
some windows in the capitol, which had to be repaired imme- 
diately. The repairs to the roof cost $190.81 and the replacing 
of broken glass $52.63. 

BOARD OF HEALTH. 

There was one additional bookcase put in the rooms occupied 
by the board of health, at an expenditure of $75. 

STOREROOMS AND DOCUMENT ROOMS. 

I was also directed by the executive council to provide more 
shelving in the document and storerooms in the basement of 
the capitol, so I had a partition put in the room under the 
governor's reception room, with shelving, giving thereby the 
of&ce of public instruction a packing room, also put a partition 
in the paper folding room, and more shelving in the storeroom 
jointly used by the library, board of health and geological 
survey, and a case with shelving in the document room for the 
clerk of the supreme court, making in all^an expense of $748.81. 

custodian's work. 

Besides the work I have had done by the direction of the 
executive council, I put a flagstaff on the roof of the west wing, 
in addition to the two already in place above the senate and 
house, at an expense of $131.50. I arranged one of the alcoves 
in the basement for a bath room, at a cost of $38, and furnished 
a bath tub for the employes in the boiler house for $14. I put 
a case in the custodian's office at a cost of $66. 37. All this work 
was done by the regular help in the building. As the tunnel 
and the cellar of the capitol are used as air passages and for 
ventilation for supplying the rooms in the building with fresh 
air, they should be kept very clean in every way x)ossible. I 
put, therefore, one man to work and had all the walls white- 
washed just before the legislature met; the cost of this work 

was $126. 

recommendation. 

Through the vastly necessary growing work in the differ- 
ent departments of the state offices, and by the creation of 
additional offices by the legislature the building is now fully 
occupied and every room, even in the basement, is in use; in 
all the corridors below, east and west, are stored bales of 
paper. I, therefore, would earnestly request the legislature to 
make a sufficient appropriation that there could be a fire proof 
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warehouse erected, convenient to the capitol and in proximity 
to the boiler house, that the same could be heated from the 
power plant, which would be a great saving in the care of such 
a building. This would relieve a good many document rooms 
in the basement of the capitol, which could be used as offices 
and also would relieve the lower corridors from the unsightly 
piles of paper, besides the danger of tire where there is such 
vast amount of combustibles piled together without any protec- 
tion. This building should be sufficiently large for the storing 
of all the adjutant-general and quartermaster- generals' stores, 
now stored in the arsenal. This would bring in nearer reach 
of the officers in charge now located in the capitol all their 
supplies. Then the removal of the arsenal should be considered 
by the legislature, as already suggested in the custodian's report 
of 1890. I would recommend an appropriation sufficient for the 
erection of a suitable building for this purpose. 

I also call your attention to the condition of ^the unpainted 
walls in all the committee rdoins, postoffiee/tnd -corridors of 
the capitol; these walls cannot* be kept properly clean, as well 
as I would desire to keep the l^uilding, without being painted. 
The capitol cannot be called completed without this work. I 
would, therefore, most earnestlysugg6st and recommend that 
there should be an appropriation made sufficient to do this work 
in keeping with the finish of the building and to be a credit to 
the state. The rooms and corridors in the second and third 
stories could be painted plain, but the main corridors and walls 
around the grand stairway should be in harmony with the rest 
of the work. If not sufficient money is appropriated all the 
corridors should have at least a few coats of paint, for the 
reason of cleanliness and to preserve the plastering on the 
walls. 

The last general assembly passed a resolution for wiring the 
building for electric lighting, without making the necessary 
appropriation. I believe there could be a saving made over the 
lighting now by gas, if there was an appropriation made to 
install the proper plant. 

DEEP WELL. 

I would call your attention to the expenses of the water sup- 
ply. In the last two years there was paid to the Des Moines 
Waterworks company for the use of 1,225,690 feet of water, at 
$1.50, the sum of $1,825.25, and in the two years preceding 
$1,540.29. I would recommend the sinking of a deep well at the 
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power house, so that all the water consumed in the buildiDg and 
for the grounds could be supplied without any further expenses. 
There is now a good duplex pump in the power house, bought 
by the capitol commissioners, which could probably be used for 
that purpose, so there would be only necessary a well of suffi- 
cient capacity and the pipe connections. I would therefore rec- 
ommend an appropriation sufficient for that purpose. 

The sidewalk south of the capitol ground is badly in need of 
rebuilding, as the ground under the walk is full of water, the 
cement walk is adl broken and out of level by the frost. Other 
walks in front of state property, when in need of rebuilding, 
should be replaced by permanent brick or cement walks, and by 
so doing it would be finally a saving over the laying and keep- 
ing in repair the old board walks. The streets om east, west 
and south side of the capitol grounds will probably be repaved 
this coming summer, and also Walnut street north of Grovernor's 
square. There should be an appropriation made for all street 
improvements, such as paving, sewers, curbing and sidewalks. 

All the water closets in the building are replaced now with 
good flush closets, but to a proper sanitary plumbing there 
should be {500 appropriated to overhaul and put in good con- 
dition all the urinals in the building. 

The small domes on the four pavilions are sadly in need of 
paint, and so is all the wood work exposed to the weather on 
all the windows of the building. The windows inside, sills and 
outside doors need refinishing. I would call your attention to 
the large dome to consider if it would not be best to finish the 
small domes the same way. It would cost, of course, more than 
to merely paint the same, but it would last so much longer. All 
the painting could probably be done for $1,500, but if it was 
decided best to gild the small domes, the appropriation for 
that purpose should be 15,000. 

In conclusion I desire to tender my sincere thanks to all the 
departments for the uniform assistance and continued courtesy 
extended to me during the time I have had charge of the capi- 
tol, and to testify to the abUity and uniform fidelity of those I 
have had under my charge in the employment of the state as 
assistants, and to thank them for the faithful manner in which 
they have discharged their several duties assigned them.

Since submitting the foregoing report, the improvements in 
gas lighting by the Wellsbach burner, is showing many advan- 
tages over the electric lighting, that I believe it would be a very 
much better plan to adopt this Wellsbach burner for the capi- 
tol. It would require only three- fourths as many burners as 
now in use, and those will, with less gas consumed, give a better 
light than the old burners, and even better than the electric 
incandescent lights. 

With the expenditure of 13,000 all the Wellsbach burners 
needed in the capitol can be furnished and put in place. I 
would, therefore, recommend the adopting of the same and an 
appropriation suf&cient for that purpose in place of the install- 
ing of an electric plant, as suggested in the foregoing report.

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CUSTODIAN'S REPORT. 



Office of the Custodian 
OF Public Buildings and Property, 

January 1, 1898. 

To his EocceHency^ F. M, Drake, Oovemor of the State of Iowa: 

Dear Sir — ^Iq accordance with section 150, chapter 6, of the 
code, I have the honor to herewith submit the biennial report 
of this office, consolidating the expenditure of the two years 
preceding the meeting of the general assembly, as required bj 
this law, showing the total expenditure for the period from 
January 1, 1896, to December 31, 1897. The quarterly and 
annual reports, as required by this office, in compliance with 
section 7 of chapter 148, laws of 1886, during the time before 
the laws of the code took effect, have been submitted, also the 
quarterly reports, according to section 150, chapter 6, of the 
code, to the executive council 

The total expenditure for the two years, for all purposes, 
coming proper under the takiug care of the capitol and public 
buildings, has been $61,08 1.03. This is quite an increase over 
the preceding two years, with an expenditure of 154,996.80, but 
the extra session of the general assembly, during 1S97, made 
necessary additional help in the janitor, police and boiler house 
force; also additional expenses in repairs and lighting, water 
and other expense 3 incidental to a legislative session. After 
the laws of the code took effect, giving control of all supplies 
to the executive council, this department took an invoice of all 
material and tools on hand at that time and submitted the same 
to the executive council. The total value of this invoice 
amounted to |L,899.28. In justice to this department, this 
amount should be deducted from the total expenditure, leaving 
a total expense for the two years of 159,181.75. As I had to 
draw from this invoice and charge the amount so drawn in the 
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expenses of such months when it is used, by so doing the 
expenses appear twice, once in the original purchase, and, 
second, when it is drawn from the invoice and used. 

From this invoice the executive council added to their supply 
department all janitors* supplies, amounting in all to 1339.80. 
All the other supplies were charged to the custodian, as the 
same would be too bulky to keep in the supply department, and 
all such supplies as steam fittings might be used and badly 
needed for repairs in nighttime, or Sundays, in case of any 
accident to the heating apparatus, or any machinery in the 
building, when such department would be closed. 

Your attention is most respectfully called to the following 
exhibits: 

Exhibit A is a classified statement of expenditure during 1896 
and 1897. 

Exhibit B is an itemized statement of expenditure during 1896 
and 1897. .< s . ' 

Exhibit C is an itemized statement of expenditures in accord- 
ance with chapter 159, laws of 1896. 

Exhibit D is an itemized statement pf expenditure in accord- 
ance with joint resolution No. 9, extra session. Twenty-sixth 
Greneral Assembly. 

Exhibit E is a statement of sales and money paid to the 
treasurer of state. 

Section 150 of chapter 6 of the code charges the custodian to 
make a list of all property under his care, with accurate plans 
and surveys of the public grounds at the seat of government. 
There is in the custodian's office a complete description of all 
such property, copies of the original deeds and transfers, and 
I could not see that it would be necessary to make the expense 
of a survey and plans thereof, and will give, following, a list of 
all property owned by the state at the seat of government. 

CAPITOL SQUARE. 

Containing 10.02 acres, deeded by W. A. Scott and Harrison 
Lyon, April 28, 1856. 

On this square is built Iowa's great capitol, which, with the 
improvements of grounds, cost about 13,000,000. It covers 
about 58,850 square feet, and there are in the basement, which 
is thirteen feet one inch high, twenty- eight rooms, occupied by 
the historical collections, dairy commission, pharmacy com- 
mission, land office, horticultural society, board of health, mine 
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inspectors, labor commission, geological survey, 6. A. B., sup- 
ply department, and document room. The other rooms are 
occupied as storerooms for the different departments. 

On the first or main floor, which is 28 feet 9 inches high, are 
thirty rooms, occupied by the governor, auditor, public instruc- 
tions, treasurer, attorney general adjutant general, custodian, 
derk of the supreme court, railroad commissioners, agricultural 
society, six judges of the supreme court, consultation room, 
supreme court, and secretEury of state. Oa both of these floors, 
extending from the center space under the dome, 66 feet in diam- 
eter, are CDrridors to the north and south, which are 18 feet 
wide, and to the east and west, which are 54 feet 6 inches wide, 
the full length and width of the building. 

On the second floor is located the state library in a room in 
the west wing, 52 feet 9 inches by 108 feet 4 inches, with a ceil- 
ing 44 feet 9 inches high. la the south wing is the senate 
chamber, 58 feet by 94 feet 4 inches, and 41 feet 9 inches in ceil- 
ing. In the north wing is the house of representatives, 74 feet 
by 91 feet 4 inches, and 49 feet 9 inches high; besides there are 
special rooms on this floor for the lieutenant-governor and the 
speaker, and on this and the third floor are twenty-nine com- 
mittee rooms and a postoffice for the general assembly. 

The attic contains the nine ventilation shafts, each six feet in 
diameter, which connect with every room in the building, and 
are sufficiently large to renew the air in the whole building 
every twenty -five minute^. In the cellar are located all the 
main pipes for steam, high and low pressure, gas, and also hot 
and cold wa'er, the feeders for something over forty miles of 
pipes scaittered through all the rooms in the building. The 
cellar is also used for supplying the whole building with fresh 
air through some of the cellar windows, but drawing its great- 
est supply through a tunnel which connects the capitol wibh the 
boiler house, and which is about 10x10 feet in the clear and 
extends from the north portico across Grand avenue. 

The capitol has a lengbh of 363 feet 8 inches by 246 feet 11 
inches wide, and a total height of 275 feet, while the main roof 
is 92 feet 8 inches high. The whole building is practically fire- 
proof, and while it was thought to be amjply large enough for 
doing the state's business in when it wds built, and. in fact, a 
number of rooms stood vacant for a long time — all the roDms 
are now occupied, and large quantities of paper and books are 
piled in the corridor of the basement for the want of more room. 
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GOVERNOR SQUARE. 

Contairg 5.61 acres, deeded by T. K. Brooks and W. A. Scott, 
April 27, 1856; also lot A, Stewart's addition, according to the 
plat, adjoining the square, of about i acre, deeded by J. B. Stew- 
art, March 5, 1858. On this piece of ground there is no improve- 
ment, but the natural growth of timber is on it yet. 

ASYLUM SQUARE, OR STATE SQUARE. 

Containing about 2.25 acres, deeded by J. B. Stewart, JaLuary 
9, 1858. Thei e is no building on this piece of ground. 

OLD CAPITOL GROUNDS. 

Now occupied by the soldiers' and sailors' monument, lots 
11 and 12, block 6, Scott's addition, deeded by the Capitol Build- 
ing association, October 24, 1864. There is built on the ground 
and completed the soldiers' and sailors' monument, and the 
grounds are all sodded and finished. The shaft is all of gray 
granite, ornamented by bronze castings. The total height is 
about 145 feet, and the total cost was about 1150,000. 

STATE ARSENAL. 

Lots 7 and 8, block 88, original town of Port Des Moines, the 
consideration (3,500, paid by the city of Des Moines, deeded by 
P. M. Fubbell and Pracces E. Hubbell, his wife, June 25, loSa. 
Here was built some thirty years ago, I believe in 1867, the 
arsenal for storing all supplies of the adjutant and quartermas- 
ter-general of the Iowa militia. The building was put up to 
suit the grade of the ground at that time, and if the state pro- 
vides no other quarters for storing such supplies it should be 
raised to suit the established grade of the streets. 

CAPITOL HEATING HOUSE. 

Lot 8, block 4, H. Lyou's addition to town of Des Moines, 
deeded by Ed Wright, widower, April 5, 1878, the consideration 
being paid by the capitol commission, $1,408.50. 

Lot 4, block 4, Lyon's addition to the city of Des Mcines, 
deeded by John M. Day and Jennie E. Day, his wife, June 17, 
1880; consideration, $1,720. 

The ground was bougtit in order to have the heating appa- 
ratus, with its coal and ash dust and smoke, out of the capitol. 
There is located in the building occupyiDg this ground, a bat- 
tery of teven boilers, each 16 feet long and 60 inches in diame- 
ter, wLich will coDsume over thirty tons of coal per day in 
extreme cold weather to heat the capitol and make all rooms 
comfortable. 
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GROUND NORTH OP HEATING PLANT. 

Lots 9 and 10, block 4, of H. Lyon's addition to Des 
Moines, executor's deed, John V. Wise, executor for the heirs 
of John H. Wise, the consideration being $2,750, deeded April 
28, 1894. These lots were badly needed to dispose of all the 
ashes from fhe heating plant and refuse from the capitol. Of 
course only the back part of the grounds is used for such pur- 
pose, and the front part of the lots might be put to some other 
use. 

GROUNDS FOR THE ERECTION OF A MEMORIAL. HALL. 

Lots 1 and 2, block 7, of Scott's addition to the town of 
Des Moines, deeded by Flora Wright, unmarried, June 9, 1897, 
the consideration being $4,800. This piece of ground is located 
across the street, east from the capitol, for the erection of a 
memorial hall. 

Section 151 of chapter 6 of the code contains a provision as 
follows: '' Each biennial report shall contain an inventory of 
all state property under his (custodian) control," making it the 
duty of this office to take an inventory of all material and tools 
and furniture in the capitol. I therefore attach to this report 
''A," invoice of all tools and material in charge of the custo- 
dian, amounting to 12,017.82; also an inventory of all furniture 
and instruments belonging to the various offices in the capitol, 
giving first an invoice in each room or office; second, a list of 
furniture included in the invoice, but not in the capitol now, 
including copies of the original receipts for the same; third, a 
list of furniture in tbe capitol, but not property of the state; and 
fourth, a list of the different kinds and numbers of furniture in 
the building and their value. The total value is $61,049.40. I 
have tried to be guided in the valuations by the original pur- 
chase price, when possible, but also by the condition of the 
furniture and its value to the state. I must say, however, in 
this place, that under the present circumstances, it will' be 
impossible for any custodian to keep a proper and complete list 
of furniture in the capitol, as there has, since taking the inven- 
tory, been bought additional furniture and placed in the build- 
ing, and so might also furniture be condemned, and worn out, 
or replaced by new pieces without this office knowing it or 
being able to account for it. Therefore, to keep a proper 
invoice, all furniture bought or worn out, should be required 
to be reported to the custodian, so it could be properly entered 
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on the books, and appear so in such inventory with the proper 
price paid for the same, by the ofSce which purchased it. 

I have reorganized the men, appointed by me, according to 
the code and the spirit of joint resolution No. 9 of the extra 
session. The carpenter of the building has been kept very 
busy, not alone by carpenter- work and rep3kiring,*but also by 
reseating the chairs in the building, and I have found that by 
the st%te buying the material, and doing the work here, it can 
be done better and cheaper than by letting the same work 
under contract. All the large windo ws are too heavy for the 
sash cord ia use in the building, and the carpenter suggested 
to procure copper cable for the largest windows and copper 
cord for the smaller ones; and I find it more satisfactory, and, 
in fact, a ssiving to the stable, as the breaking of the cords had 
already broken some of the large plate glass in the windows. 

The engineer with fireman has had more repairing to do, 
especially during summer time, when the heating apparatus is 
not used. As the pipe system, bDilers and elevator machinery 
get older it will require more care and attention than when 
everything was new. 

The janitor force I have divided about the same on the dif- 
ferent floors as it was before, and the same are kept busy to 
keep clean the corridors, and also the senate and house, includ- 
ing the carpets in all the committee rooms. 

The help for the grounds is too small, and to keep the lawn 
of the capitol square mowed and clean, including the other 
state property, is really too much for two men; there should, 
therefore, be a third man added, and the authority given to the 
custodian to hire one more man. 

During the two years there was, by the order of the execu- 
tive council, purchased one desk, $125, for the governor's 
of&ce; two hundred tin boxes, $50; an office chair, $10, and two 
office chairs $15, for the auditor's office; one typewriter's seat 
for public instructions office, $7; pharmacy, eighteen tables, 
$31.50. For the library, more shelving was needed, so the 
executive council ordered the fifth floor completed, and there is 
now all the shelving in place originally intended. The 
expenses incurred thereby was for lumber, $99; for cari)enter 
work, $27.50; finishing, $46.55. 

In replacing carpets, the executive council ordered new car- 
pets in the consultation room and the judges' private rooms, 
which took 479 yards of Brussels carpets, and an expenditure, 
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includiDg laying, of $685.06. I was also instructed t9 carpet 
the gallt:ry and alcoves in the library, with an expenditure of 
1600.84. 

To better protect the state's property, and especially the 
treasurer's vault, I purchased two Winchester rifles and two 
revolvers for the use of the night watchman, and had the engi- 
neer put in place an electric alarm system, connecting the 
treasurer's and auditor's ofKces with the custodian's office by 
means of wires through the cellar, and expeided for firearms, 
including ammunition, |63; material for wires, batteries and 
bells, $10.67. 

When the streets around the capitol square were repaved in 
1806, all the iron curbing had to be straightened to conform to 
the street line, and, to do so, some of the cement walk had to 
be removed. These cement blocks I used in building a sidewalk 
on the north side of the governor's square, and on both sides of 
the monument and the east side of the arsenal, and the cost 
thereof by contract was 2i cents per foot; total, $284.27. This 
now makes a good and permanent walk for those places. The 
strip next to the street, around the capitol square, I had sodded, 
and last year had planted a row of hard maple trees, which, 
in time, should make the walks around the capitol more pleasant 
by their shade in summer time. The expenses for trees was 
$81.30, planting and a protecting box around each tree, $66.50. 

The ground south of the capitol square, under the sidewalk, 
is very wet, so that the cement walk was all out of level. The 
only way to remedy this was to take up the walk and put a 
drain tile in. I was al lowed by the executive council to do so, and 
contracted for the walk in pUce at 9f cents ^r foot, and three- 
inch tile in place, a distance of 415 feet, for $31, a total expense 
of $181.72, which puts the walks and streets around the capitol 
in excellent condition. In front of the property, north of the 
boiler house, there was ordered curbing, and the same was 
allowed by the executive council, and paid the contractor $36 
for the 100 feet. 

The appropriation for painting, made by the Twenty sixth 
General Assembly, was used as directed according to law, and 
there was left the sum of $626.80 unexpended in the treasury, 
as all the rooms ordered painted were completed. Exhibit *'C" 
gives a statement of the expenses incurred thereby. The 
appropriation, $2,500, as shown by exhibit **C," for equipping 
the building with Welsbach lamps, is practically exhausted; but 
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the same has given more satisfaction to the occupants of the 
offices in the building than any other improvements made, 
besides causing a saviug of about 50 per cent in the gas bill. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

Following the foregoing in regard to the Welsbach lamps, I 
would recommend an appropriation of $1,000 to complete sup- 
plying the building with such lamps, as I have been unable to 
furnish the same to the offices in places where such lamps were 
needed. 

In regard to the painting of the walls of the committee rooms 
and all the corridors, I can only repeat the recommendations 
made two years ago on page 9 of my report, ''that the capitol 
cannot be called completed without this work," and the walls 
have stood now fourteen years without being finished, and there 
should be an appropriation sufficient to do the work in style, in 
harmony and in beeping with the other work in the building; 
and if there is not sufficient money appropriated all the corri- 
dors and committee rooms should have at least a few coats of 
paint for the sake of cleanliness, and to preserve the plastering 
on the walls, while the fresco work could be done at some other 
time. There should be at least |5,000 appropriated so that this 
work could be carried on. 

In the last two years of my official duty I have seen more 
and more the necessity of the recommendations made in my last 
report of the state to build a fireproof warehouse. The supply 
department and document department are getting more crowded 
from year to year, and the executive council is not able to pro- 
vide proper place for storing the supplies of the state; besides, 
the basement of the capitol and the marble floor and stone pillars 
are not suitable material or properly arranged for that purpose 
and suffer accordingly by the nandling of heavy boxes and 
trucks. I would, therefore, recommend an appropriation for 
the erection of huch a building, if possible close to the capitol 
boiler house, so it could be heated from there without great 
expense. By so doiLg the state could move all the quarter- 
master-generai's stores Irom the old arsenal to this building, 
dispose of that ground, and have its property located closer 
and better together. The corridors of the capitol would be 
relieved from the unsightly piles of paper, books and empty 
boxes, besides doing away with the danger of fire where there is 
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SO much combustible substance piled up that cannot be protected, 
while the executive council would have proper rooms for stor- 
ing the state's supplies. 

Very little has been done in the last two years for the plumb- 
ing system in the capitol. Only the needed repairs and neces- 
sary additional connections were made, so I would recommend 
an appropriation of $500 to overhaul all urinals and put the 
same in a sanitary condition. 

In the handling of ashes from the boiler house I believe some 
improvements could be made if the custodian were authorized to 
put the proper machinery in place. As it is now, all the ashes 
and refuse of anywhere up to thirty tons of coal per day has to 
be loaded in wheelbarrows and then hoisted by hand about 
twelve feet high, to be wheeled across the alley. With an 
expenditure of $500 I believe the proper machinery could be 
put in place. 

I have tried to sell the greenhouse according to the order 
from the Twenty-sixth General Assembly, extra session, and 
have sent a letter to all florists here in town that the state would 
receive bids for the greenhouse, but have failed to get an offer 
for the same. Therefore I have had all the plants from the 
grounds put in there to keep the same over winter and be ready 
to put the same out in the yard in the spring, and the green- 
house could be used that way to a good advantage, without 
being an extra expense to the state. 

In conclusion, and in going out from this office, I desire to 
tender my sincere thanks to all the departments for the uniform 
assistance and continued courtesy extended to me during the 
four years I have had charge of the capitol, and to testify to the 
ability and uniform fidelity of those I have had under my charge 
in the employment of the state as assistants, and to thank them 
for the faithful manner in which they have discharged the sev- 
eral duties assigned them; for no one ever had better or more 
faithful help, ever vigilant to the interest of the state and this 
office.
